PARIS, France— The Executive 
Committee of the Labor and Socialist 
international in session here ha.* is- 
sued a stirring appeal in which it 
says that the spread of Fascism 
threaten* a new world war and that 
the Balkan situation is similar to that 
of 1914. Workmen throughout the 
world are urged to protest against 
the projected Hapsburg restoration 
in Hungary. 

The .American policy in Mes- 
Ico and Central America and the 
Italian poliay in Albania. Ahy»* 
ainia, Arabia and the Balkan*, 
where Italy i* said to be 
trying to form an alliance 
between Hungsria. Rourasnia and 
Bulgaria against Jugoslavia, 
were condemned. 

The appeal protests against the 
British action in China and especially 
the u*e pf Indian native troop* against 
the Chinese. It urges the recall of 
the troops and the annulment of the 
one-sided treaties, the abolition of 
concessions and the establishment of 



complete Chinese independence. 

The rorr.m;:tee meeting i> presided 
over by Arthur Hvnder.-on, British 
Laborite lead* r. The Labor and So- 
cialist International includes virtually 
all non-Con. it. uni.*t and all non- Fascist 
labor organizations in Europe. 

The German number-* of the Com- 
mittee displayed evidence to show 
that the soviet government of Russia 
has been manufacturing war muni- 
tions for the German reactionaries, 
part of which was u>*d to kill work- 
ers in Germany. A photograph was 
shown of the telegram alleged to have 
been .-cnt by the rechswehr chiefs to 
an American bank announcing the 
shipment of $.V)/h)0 for the payment 
of arms and poison gas manufactured 
in Russia under the auspices of the 
soviet government. The testimony 
of German workers who had worked 
in the soviet munition factories was 
given. Pamphlet* in German and 
French will be issued by the labor 
and Socialist movement of Europe 
denouncing this act of the soviet gov- 
ernment.

My re*->on for 
doing so is that I know of nothing 
that will be more likely to lead this 
country into a future war than the 
organisation of the group in which 
you are eneaged. The last prepared- 
ness movement witnessed in this 
country assisted in plunging this 
country into the World war. 

Citizen* Are Milled. 

"More than this, that same move- 
ment misled many honest citizens 
into thinking it wn a bona fide 
patriotic movement. If my memory 
serve* me right, the congressional 
investigation brought out the fact 
that it wax not only financed by 
munition makers, but by foreign 
groups that were decidely working 
to bring this country into the war. 

"Your organisation may now start 
without any such influences ba«.-k of 
it, but there will always be the danger 
that so long as it exists, such influen- 
ces, by donations to it, or by other 
means, will strive to use it to serve 
their interests. 

Too Mack Power. 

"My second reason for not com- 

E lying is that the experience of the 
fnited States, Germany, France and 
many other nations speak more elo- 
quently than anything I might say, 
that a preparednes* program and 
movement is more likely to lead a 
country into war than to preserve 
peace. The president of the United 
States exercises altogether too much 
power to make it safe to entrust in 
his hands too great an army and 
navy. His present attitude in defy- 
ing congress, as well aa the wishes 
of this country that we arbitrate our 
differences with minor countries like 
Nicaragua and Mexico, is ample evi- 
dence of that fart and is in violation 
of treaty obligation*. 

"I am wholly out of sympathy 
with your movement and will not in 
any manner participate in it."

Even at that, thc<e fi\e bandit pow- 
ers have proved that they cannot be 
trusted to keep their own agree- 
ments with each other. Each has 
been busy siezing the latest inven- 
tions for mass-murder in secrecy, 
while it spied on the rest, and viola- 
ted in spirit, if not materially the 
so-called pact. 

After such an experience. President 
CoolidgO eomes forward with a pro- 
posal to renew this agreement. It 
requires a terrific strain on one's 
credibility not to see in this move 
anything but a cheap ond hypocritical 
political by-play. 

The answer from France brings 
out startlingly the isolation and res- 
ponsibility of the United States. 
France politely refers President 
Cool id ge to the League of Nations 
as the proper body to deal with t-uch 
a question. This brings out the fact 
that all efforts to bring the United 
States into the League of Nations 
failed. The United States not only 
kept to its high horse on the league 
of Nations question, but it demanded 
so many reservations and special 
privileges in regard to the World 
Court that the members of that body 
have now refused to admit the United 
States. 

A real league of nations and a real 
world court, or other world bodies, 
alone could justly or properly deal 
with such questions as limitation of 
armament, or disarmament. But the 
United States has put itself ou'.side 
of all world bodies, and after doing 
this Coolidge come* with the absurd 
and insulting proposal for an arm- 
ament agn-eincnt betw*vn the five 
strongest imperialist gpvi rnment in 
the world. The present isolation, of 
the United State* is extremely dan- 
gvn>u^ and war-prov«>king. While 
nothing short of the abolition of capi- 
talism will remove all the c.iu--e4 of 
war, some sort of w.-rld unity, »«n:e 
sort «>f a court of ail nation* might 
prevent an un>p«.-akable catastrophe 
until induNtriul democracy comt-s.

WAUKKGAN. ILL. — Deportation 
for striking is a possibility that con- 
front* foreign born -workers in the 
L*n.ted States. 

The Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers have U-en trying for over a year 
to unionize the runaway shop of 
Rothschild ft Cranert, formerly under 
union agreement in Chicago. The 
shop was signed up after a strike last 
summer but it broke the agreement 
at the first opportunity. The strike 
has been renewed with a strong but 
law-abiding picket line that has earn- 
ed the respect of the police.

Is the control of Westerners and their 
property and their protection on Chi- 
nese soil to be in the hands of their 
own governments or is it to be placed 
upon Chinese shoulders as is the case 
in every other country? The ques- 
tion long debated between China and • 
the West has now bwn brought to u . 
head by the recent successes of the 
Nationalist Party, sometimes called 
the Soathern Government, because its 
headquarters have been in Canton 
until the last few weeks. This is the

[>rofessors have recently left the col- 
eges and universities of Peking, the 
Northern capitol, to join the Na- 
tionalists army. Becauso its soldiers 
are forbidden to loot, the peasants 
are increasingly rallying behind it. 
Because it has a definite program 
for China and because its military 
officers are subject 1© civil control, 
the intellectuals and the small mer- 
chants are fast giving it their al- 
legiance. Against it are the two big 
military exploiters of China, both 
upported by foreign interest* — Chang 
Tso Lin and Wu Pei Ku— and the 
Chinese capitalists who are afraid of 
its program for the organization of 
workers and peasants.

But 1.269.000 of these own so little stock that their dividends 
average only $10 per >ear each. 

This lea vex a million or less individuals in the United States whose 
income* from corporation stock are a perceptible factor in their total 
incomes. £ v f 9*141 

In other words, nearly all of the immense income from interest 
and dividends in the United States in 1924 went to less than a million 
person*. 

The*e figures were given out during the »eek by Joseph S. McCoy, 
government actuary of the United States Treasury, in an articte ap- 
pearing in the Amtriran Hankers' Association Journal. 

"Taking the duplication of holdings into account. Mr. McCoy 
estimates that there are not more than 3,000.000 separate individuals 
who own stocks snd bonds," nay* the paper. "Responsible economists 
in recent yearn have climated thst there sre 15.000.000 stockholders.'* 
The McCoy article says in part: 

"Cash dividends are reported as having V*een paid for 1924 amount* 
ing to $4. 3J8.82 2.8 iS. Of this. 19 21.1.9*0 was paid other corporation*. 
f3.£»0.91.1 ; **.»t was received by individuals making income-tax returns. 
The remainder was distributed to those who make no returns, leaving 
about 4 per cent to be accounted for, 

**The remaining 4 per cent of dividends unaccounted for most 
have been reccifed by individuals who did not make income tax returns; 

About 
S 15.000.000 of this was received by nonprofit institutions, such as 
churches, trusts, foundations, etc. There are fully 100.000 widows in 
the United. States who*e principal income is from investments in stocks. 
In addition there must be 100,000 students of college*) and schools, and 
other such as invalids, whose principal income is also from corporate 
stocks.

Even after severs! years of intensive effort to sell the workers 
of America *tock — much of it non-voting, or non-dividend, or non- 
value stock—as a bait to keep them contented, "loyal** and subwervient 
—less than a million persons have enough stock to count as a factor 
in their incomes.

The ONLY effective way 
to prevent war is to remove its cause. 
That cause is private ownership. So- . 
cial ownership is the only remedy.
